I always put two dog-biscuits, soaked in broth over night, 
into a linen bag, which I tie to the end of the hamper. On 
a label on the top is printed, in large letters, ‘* Please find 
food in the bag”; “ Please fill the water-trough.”’ 


Window Plants. 
Tf you want your window plants to thrive now is the time 
to take special pains with them. Where are they just now ? 
A good many of them are up in the attic, or down in the 
cellar, or upon the shelf. A lot of them, you will find, are 
too far gone to be worth reviving. Throw those away, soil, 
roots, and all. Wash the pots ciean, and keep them ready 
for future use. Get all the stock of plants that are to be 
handled out into the garden or yard. Dip each one in turn 
into a pail of water, and there let it stand till the air-bubbles 
cease. If it stands full and soddened with water and will 
not drain off turn it out and see to the drainage, putting 
in a few fresh crocks, Then put the plant back. То get а 
ball of roots out of the pot without breaking it spread open 
the middle fingers of your left hand and place them on the 
soil at the top of the pot on each side of the stem of the 
plant. Theminvert the pot, using the right hand to hold it, 
and'give a smart rap with the »im of the pot on the corner 
of a bench or table.

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HOW THE WORLD WAGS. 


ER MAJESTY AT CIMIEZ.— The Queen, 
H after her pleasant'interview with President Faure 
at the Noisy-le-Sec railway station, near Paris, on 

March 11, had a safe journey via the Western 


| of France line (of which M. Chardon is the masterly 


General Manager) to Nice, which was reached by the Royal 
train at ten to four on the next (Friday) afternoon. Her 
Majesty, with Princess Beatrice and Princess Victoria of 
Schleswig-Holstein, after being formally received by the 
military and} civil officials, was conducted to an open 
landau, in which they were driven, with a military escort, 
to Cimiez, preceded by another carriage containing 
her suite. The Queen smiled continually as the 
crowd cheered and waved handkerchiefs. The out- 
look from the fine new Hôtel Regina, at Cimiez, is 
considered one of the most striking in Southern France, 
embracing broad views of the Mediterranean and the Mari- 
time Alps. The hotel is five storeys high and has a frontage 
of 600 ft., the apartments of the Queen being in the west 
wing and reached by a special lift. The Queen's bed-room 
is furnished in Louis XVI. style with pink silk draperies 
by the enterprising London firm of Waring and Co., 
Limited. 

The Prince of Wales and the Duke of Cambridge 
lost no time in visiting the Queen. The King and Queén 
of Saxony visited the Queen last Monday. Later in the 
day Her Majesty, accompanied by Princess Louise of 
Battenberg and Princess Victoria, drove to the heights of 
Saint Antoine, returning by way of Fabron at a quarter 
to six. 

The Empress Frederick sailed from the Nore on 
Tuesday morning for Flushing in the Royal yacht Victoria 
and Albert. 


The Princess of Wales remains with Princess 
Victoria at Sandringham, the pure air and quiet of which 
will, it is to be hoped, strengthen H.R.H. for what bids 
fair to be an exceptionally trying London season. 


The Sultan Abdul Hamid II. would best get out 


his responsibilities on the Premier and Ministers of a new 
Constitutional form of government for Turkey. Fourth 
son of Abd-ul-Medjid, he was born on Aug. 4, 1842, and 
was proclaimed Sultan on Aug. 31, 1876, in succession to 
his brother, Murad V., deposed in consequence of mental 
incapacity. Since the Russo-Turkish War, which resulted 
in the enfranchisement of Bulgaria and the cession of 
Kars, Batoum, and otherslices of Turkey to Russia, and of 
Cyprus to England, the Sultan's Empire has become small 
by degrees, and soon promises to be beautifully less, owing 
to the terrible massacres in Armenia and in Crete through 
the fatally bad administration of the Sultan’s lieutenants. 
We now hear that the new programme of reforms in Turkey 
will be finally submitted by the Ambassadors to the 
Sultan, and in the event of his refusing to order their 


immediate applieation means will be taken without more | 


delay to enforce the will of the Powers. 


The Great Powers and the Military Occu- 
pation of Crete.—Immediately after the vote in the 
Paris Chamber of Deputies last Monday, approving the 
poliey of the Freneh Government with regard to Crete, 
M. Hanotaux telegraphed to the Powers confirming the 
adhesion of France to the European Concert. In conse- 
quence, the measures of coereion already decided upon with 
respect to Greece were proceeded with first in Crete. Next 
will come the turn of Greece, and subsequently Turkey. 
The Powers are completely in accord with regard to Crete, 
Germany having consented to join with the rest in sending 
a detachment of troops to the island. The Austrian 
detachment assembled at Trieste. The British force is 
drawn from Malta. Italy had 600 men ready at Brindisi ; 
Russia the same number at Odessa; while 600 French 
troops were embarked with all despatch at Toulon. 


Dreadful Gun Explosion on Board a Russian 
Man -of-War.-—One officer and thirteen sailors were 
killed and one officer and sixteen sailors injured by an ex- 
plosion of a turret-gun on board the Russian ironclad 
Sissoi Veliky in Suda Bay, Crete, on Monday afternoon last. 


Sir Alfred Biliotti's Rescue of the Moslems 
from Kandano is the brightest incident reported from 
Crete. The active Daily News Special was promptest to 
communicate the news from Canea on March 10, when he 
said the steamer Trinacria arrived at that Cretan port with

I 
am certain that but for him the Moslems at Kandano would 
never have esca In the first instance, Sir A. Biliotti 
| went alone to Kandano, after conferring with the Cretan 
| leaders, who appear to have doubted their ability to control 
| the insurgents. He found the place completely surrounded 
by a force of six or seven thousand Cretans. He entered 
the town, and remained till nightfall. Then, seeing the 
absolute necessity of the presence of a European force, he 
returned to Selino, starting again before dawn with six 
hundred and fifty men and four guns, under the com- 
mand of the Captain of the Rodney. This force com- 
prised two hundred and fifty English from the Scout and 
the Z'odney, a hundred French from the Chanzy, a hundred 
Austrians, a hundred and fifty Russians, and fifty-five 
Italians. Kandano was reached early in the morning. The 
men remained on the outskirts of the place, Sir A. Biliotti 
entering to make arrangements for the sortie. There was 
some delay owing to the great difficulty of finding beasts of 
| burden. It had been arranged that the soldiers should be 
permitted to retain their arms, but when 


The Start was Made for Selino a scene of wild 


| confusion and great danger began. A horde of Cretans 
| surrounded the Moslems, and, where not in the immediate 
| vieinity of sections of the escort, they tore weapons from 


goods from the women and children. It was with the 
utmost difficulty that the Moslems were prevented 
from firing, in which case а general fight and a 
horrible slaughter of women and children would have 
been inevitable. Daring the confusion a young girl was 
carried off (for the sake of the mule she rode, it afterwards 
transpired). The Cretans followed and surrounded the 
refugees as far as Spaniako, where there is a narrow gorge, 
which the force was able to block after the passage of the 
Moslems, preventing the further advance of theinsurgents. 
The embarkation on the 7rinacria began at five in the even- 
ing and ended at nine. After sunset the Cretans at Selino 
began hostile demonstrations. Several shots were fired and 
severalhouses burned. Tostopthis the ships fired a number of 
rifle shots in the air, also one gun. Sir A. Biliotti returned 
to Canea on the 11th inst. on the Rodney with the remainder 
of the refugees from Selino, making in all two thousand 
five hundred natives and six hundred Turkish soldiers." 


The Cretan Christian Leaders and their 
Men are many of them fine types of manhood, as may be 
judged from the photographs we print. Sir A. Biliotti 
speaks in high praise of the Cretan leaders, who acted at 
Kandano in the most honourable manner, and even risked 
their lives among the excited mob to carry out their 
engagements. It appears that the Christian leaders ever 
since they heard of the autonomy scheme have declared 
they will prove they know how to behave as civilised and 
enlightened people. 


The Cretans at Akrotiri, near Canea, had 
never received the warning of the Allied Admirals, sent 
previous to the famous bombardment, enjoining them not 
to attack Canea or the Turkish lines; and they knew 
nothing of the promised autonomy, or of the offer of the 
Admirals to send doctors after the shelling. These com- 
munications were entrusted by the Admirals to the Greek 
Commodore for transmission. The blockade of Crete has 
commenced. 


Lord Salisbury naturally was too busy with Imperial 
affairs to see a deputation from the Trafalgar Square 
demonstrators against the ** coercion ” of Greece, and asked 
them to send their resolutions to the Secretary of State. 


Lord Rosebery has returned to England from Italy. 


Lord Justice Kay died last Tuesday. after a pro- 
longed illness. ‘The “ Terror," as Sir Edward Kay used to 
be styled in the Chancery Division, was born on July 2, 1822, 
at Meadowcroft, near Rochdale, 


The Court of Common Council has contributed 
£5000 to the Prince of Wales's Fund for London Hospitals 
in commemoration of the Queen's long reign, which is 
further to be celebrated by a grand ball at the Guildhall. 


The Queen has Sent a Second Donation of 
£500 to the Lord Mayor's Indian Famine Fund, which 
last Monday night amounted to £426,000. 


President Steyn, the ruler of the Orange Free State, 
the smaller Dutch Republic in South Africa, lately received 
& visit from President 
Kruger. President Steyn is, 
like his guest, an Afri- 
kwider, and was elected 
President last year in sue- 
cession to Judge Reitz, who 
had served one term of five 
years. He is not regarded 
as so anti-English in his 
views ns President Kruger, 
though it is said that recent 
events have inclined the 
Orange Free State to armed 
alliance with the Transvaal. 
The area of the State is 
41,500 square miles, and its 
population is 133,518, of 
whom half are whites. Its 
capital is Bloemfontein, 
where there is an English 
Bishop having wide eecle- 
siastical jurisdiction. It was 
while meeting President 
Steyn that President Kruger 
described Her Majesty as 
“kwaje vrouw "—2a difficult 
(or a determined) woman. But the Boer President has 
repudiated the idea that he meant to cast a slight upon our 
revered Sovereign.
